Although the first students
are expected to be the 11th
and 12th grade students, he
said he had hopes that the
center would handle adult stu-
dents during the night ses-
sions.

At full growth, about 100
different occupations will be
taught.

Although the program will
be more extensive than high
school occupational courses,
Dr. Butterbaugh - explained
that the program “really does
not compete with the high
schoo] program.” .

Rather, he continued, it
will act as a supplement to
the current programs in- the
schools.

AB 2502 would allow the
center to operate as a school
district and to levy a tax on
areas served by the center.

The occupational center is
planned to serve the Torrance
Unified School District, Cen-
tinela Valley Union High
School District, E1 Segundo
Unified School District, In-
glewood Unified School Dis-
trict, Palos Verdes Peninsula
Unified School District, and
South Bay Union High School
